The 1st Battalion 10th Special Forces Group Dining Facility, Panzer Kaserne, Stuttgart, 
representing the 6th Area Support Group, won in the Small Garrison Dining Facility 
category.  
 
The Philip A. Connelly Award Program for Excellence in Army Food Service was 
established in March 1968 to promote and recognize excellence in Army Food Service 
with the co-sponsorship of the IFSEA.  
 
The Connelly competition is comprised of two active duty garrison categories. The active 
duty garrison categories are:  

 
• Small dining facilities, these are facilities with a capacity to serve 400 soldiers or 

less.

•  Large dinning facilities with a capacity to serve over 401 soldiers.  

 
The Connelly Awards Program has had a major impact on the degree of professionalism 
now associated with Army food service. The program’s fringe benefits have caused 
specific improvements in the quality of food and food service provided to the soldier.  
 
The program is named after Philip A. Connelly. Connelly was a professional in the food 
service management field and former president of the IFSEA. He worked throughout his 
life to promote professionalism in the food service, in both the civilian industry and 
military service. As a result civilian and military food service programs are more closely 
aligned and personnel in these programs now have uniform goals in education, training, 
career development and job opportunities.  
 
The IFSEA is a professional organization dedicated to raising food standards, educating 
members and future industry leaders.
